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Planning . . . 

Now, more than ever before, careful 
planning is required to build a successful 
small house. A small house, the most 
difficult of all design problems, must have 
all the elements of good living which are 
afforded in a large house, yet its area 
must be restricted, waste space eliminat- 
ed, and economy of construction consid- 
ered. 

The houses presented in this book 
have been designed with these consider- 
ations uppermost in mind. Special em- 
phasis has been given to closet storage 
space, too often neglected in the small 
house. Closet space has been provided, 
often at the sacrifice of room size, be- 
cause a small room with proper storage 
space is more efficient than a large room 
without it. 

Free circulation to insure privacy in 
each room, and the location of doors and 
windows to allow maximum wall space 
for furniture, have also been major con- 
siderations. 

The kitchens have all been worked 
out to eliminate unnecessary steps in 
meal preparation, from the refrigerator 
and food storage cabinets on one end, to 
the food preparation centering about the 
sink, to the cooking and serving at the 
other end. 

Construction . . . 

In general the houses illustrated are 
of frame construction. The plans call 
for proper footings, a choice of poured 
concrete, or concrete block, foundation 
walls, waterproofed, 2”xl0” floor joists, 
16” on center, sub-floor and hardwood 
flooring. Where floor coverings are used, 
a thinner flooring of fir or pine replaces 
the hardwood. 

The exterior walls are of 2”x4” studs, 
16” on center, sheathing, water proof 
paper, and siding, shingles, stucco, or brick 
as the case may be. Roof rafters are 2”x4” 
16” on center, with roof boards and as- 
phalt shingles. Exterior walls and exposed 
ceilings are insulated. 

All doors and windows are of stock 
sizes, with storm sash and screen, and 
combination screen and storm doors. 
Painting, varnishing and enameling are 



included in the specifications. All inter- 
ior surfaces are plastered. 

Estimating Costs . , . 

Since building costs vary widely, even 
in the same general locality, it would be 
best for you to consult your local builder 
for an accurate estimate. 

The area of each house in square 
feet and the cubic contents are given to 
assist in arriving at a rough estimate. 

Blueprints and Specifications 

The blueprints show everything nec- 
essary for the general construction of the 
house, as illustrated. The drawings in- 
clude floor plans, four elevations, and 
sections showing the footings, foundation 
wall, columns and beams, floor construc- 
tion, exterior walls and interior partitions, 
eaves, and roof construction. They also 
include details of cupboards and cabinets, 
wardrobes, door and window frames, in- 
terior trim, fireplace and miscellaneous 
built-ins. 

All plumbing fixtures and electric 
lights, switches, and receptacles are 
shown. Heating is not included because 
of requirements imposed by local condi- 
tions of climate, etc. 

The specifications describe the work- 
manship and the materials shown on the 
drawings, but by using the room schedule 
the owner, with the contractor or material 
dealer, can make his selection from a 
variety of materials and finishes to suit 
local conditions and the availability of 
material. 

Minor changes may be made without 
revising the drawings, and if you wish 
to reverse the plan, this may be done by 
printing one set in reverse for the loca- 
tion of rooms, and other sets as shown 
for readability, at no extra cost for the 
reversed set.

It usually requires three sets to con- 
struct a house. 
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Design B-39. The living room and 
terrace in this plan overlook the 
garden, with the service rooms 
facing the street. All rooms open 
on the entrance hall making them 
equally accessible to the front en- 
trance. 

The kitchen has a large well- 
lighted dining space and besides the 
L-shaped cabinets has a 6’-0 storage 
cabinet. The side entrance to the 
kitchen leads directly to the full 
basement. 

The bathroom has a recessed tub 
and small cabinets above the fix- 
tures with a large mirror between. 
Twin wardrobes are provided in the 
bedrooms, a linen closet in the 
bedroom hall and a coat closet in 
the entrance hall. 

The exterior is finished with sid- 
ing except the kitchen projection 
which has a flat roof and vertical 
boards in place of siding. High 
windows in the bedroom increase 
the usable wall space for furniture. 
The dimensions are 36’ wide by 26’ 
deep.

Design C-37. The location of the 
front entrance permits facing the 
house as shown, or with the nar- 
row side to the street for a narrow 
lot. The center bedroom, connected 
to the kitchen, can also be used as 
a workroom, den or playroom. 

Each bedroom has a large ward- 
robe with storage space above; the 
rear entry and living room have 
convenient coat closets, and a large 
linen cabinet is located in the bath- 
room. The kitchen has large corner 
windows overlooking the front and 
side yards, a corner sink, and gen- 
erous cabinet space as well as a 
broom .closet and space for dining.

The outstanding 
feature of this plan is the closet 
space it provides. The front en- 
trance vestibule has coat and stor- 
age closets, the rear entry has 
, broom and coat closets and in the 
bedroom hall a linen cabinet and 
a storage closet for sewing machine, 
etc. Each bedroom has ample 
wardrobe space. The two children’s 
bedrooms, each with its own closet, 
bed and desk, can be opened into 
a daytime playroom by means of 
folding doors. 

The living room has a three way 
view with a cabinet built in under 
the comer windows and a book case 
beside the fireplace with a wood 
box underneath. 

The kitchen-dining room is divid- 
ed by counter and cupboards, has 
ideal light t and cross ventilation, 
and is directly connected to the 
front entrance. 

Construction is of frame with a 
brick or stone veneer entrance and 
chimney. The balance of the ex- 
terior is finished with wide siding 
or shingles and asphalt shingle 
roofing.
